Purses Stolen as 37 Escape 
From Tank and Gym in 
Margaret Eaton Hall 



YOUTH IS ARRESTED 



Pandemonium reigned for several 
minutes after 8 o’clock last night at 
the Margaret Eaton Hall, Yonge St., 
when a two-alarm fire broke out in 
the basement while swimming and 
gymnastic classes were going on. 

Girls in their gym and swimming 
suits clambered out of a side window 
and took refuge in neighboring 
buildings until the fire, which caused 
damage estimated at $7,000, was 
quelled and they were able to go 
back to the locker-room and don their 
clothes. 

Street cars running from Carlton 
St. south on Yonge St. had tu be 
re-routed to Church St. A 15 -mmute 
break in the service was reported. 

Bare-footed and clad only in their 
wet bathing suits, a number of young 
women escaped to Yonge St. and’ 
found shelter in apartments from the 
biting cold. Wet bathing suits were 
removed and clad in make-shift gar- 
ments the girls waited until the fire 
was out and they were able to reach 
the locker-rooms. 

A report that one of the girls who 
had been in the gymnastic class was 
missing caused firemen to make a 
thorough search of the premises. She 
was later located outside. 

It was learned by police th3t sev- 
eral purses and a. gold watch be- 
longing to girl members were stolen. 
Soon after the firemen arrived they 
discovered a youth named John Abels, 
no address, in the basement. He was 
arrested on a charge of vagrancy. 
He explained to police that he had 
only gone into the building to make 
sure that no person was trapped in 
the basement. 

Thirty-seven Girls Escape 

The fire was first discovered when 
members of the Toronto Masquers’ 
Dramatic Club smelled smoke. They 
made their way out of the building 
and warned occupants of the gymna- 
sium and the swimming tank. 

Twenty girls were in the tank 
taking swimming lessons. Seventeen 
omen were in the gym- 



young 
nasium. 

Most of the girls made their exit 
through the main door of the build- 
ing to Yonge St. Others escaped 
through a rear window to a lane and 
took shelter in nearby apartments. 
The window through which they 
made their exit was built as a fire 
escape from the gymnasium. 

Seven of the girls • who had been 
swimming took refuge in the apart- 
ment of William Paige. 411 Yonge 
St., where they were given clothing 
until able to return to the locker- 
room for their own. 

The cause of the fire has not been 
determined. It burned a hole in the 
floor of the auditorium. l 
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
